HOW S O R R EL IS P R ESER VED . 


Curious Industry of a French Agricul 
tural Community. 


A curious agricultural Industry 
is 
being profitably carried on at Vare* 
dales, near Meaux, France. It consists 
in the manufacture of preserved sorrel, 
which is put up in tin* or small cask s 
and exported to all parts of the world 
for use as a culinary and table acces­ 
sory, says the Scientific American. 
This industry was started at Vare* 
dales in the year I860, but it still re 
mains 
proetleally 
unk nown 
to the 
world at large, 
it requires a motive 
power 
ot 
about 
eight 
horsepower 
while a quantity of steam represent­ 
ing 17 horsepower 
Is 
also used fot 
boiling ami cook ing purposes. 
As the 
water used must be extremely pure, 
an artesian well has been sunk In the 
grounds of the factory, tuul yields a 
supply of the necessary medium which, 
lik e the immortal Bayard, is sans re­ 
proche. 
Sorrel can only be grown four years 
in succession upon 
the 
same land, 
which must then be put under other 
crops for about 12 years. 
Hence the 
lam! bought up for the 
purp o se covers 
a superficial area of 120 hectares (2ÍM* 
aeresL 
When pick ed (for which fit) 
women are employed) the leaves are 
conveyed as quick ly as possible to the 
factory; here they are carefully wash­ 
ed by mechanical means and are the« 
well cook ed in specially designed di­ 
gesters or boiler*. 
This interesting Industry, which Is 
by no means unprofitable, would well 
repay consideration, as there is plenty 
of room for a much larger trade to be 
done in preserved sorrel 
by no means 
an unpalatablo table adjunct, 


The Race Quention in America. 
The proportion of children in the 
United » States has been studied by Prof. 
Walter F. Wilcox, aud the data ar« 
published in an interesting bulletin or 
the (Vnsus Bureau. 
Not only has the 
proportional number of children under 
the age of five been steadily decreasing 
since 181b, but also the number in re 
latlon to the number of women who 
are between the ages of 18 and 4U 
the child-bearing period. In USfio there 
were (52 ! children to every IJKMj women 
but in 19 00 there were but 471, indicat 
ing a steady decline in the birthrate. 
Tills result is said by Gen. Francis A 
Walk er to be due to 
Immigration, 
though in what way is not properly 
explained, for the same decline is not 
as great here. 
Indeed, no reasonable 
causo lias been given, it is merely u 
phenomenon which has been going on 
since prehistory. 
The smallest number of children 1« 
found in Massachusetts, omitting the 
District of Columbia, which Is really 
a city, and all the cities have les* chil­ 
dren than in the surrounding country. 
There is less difference between the 
city and country in the North than in 
the South, where the country rate is 
very large ami 
the 
city rate quite 
small. Moreover, the negro birth rate 
shows the same decline us that, of tm 
white population. 
The foreign Ih» p« women show a 
higher rato than 
natives, and thi:, 
seems to be a remark able phenomenon 
w hich lias been noticed in many parts 
of the United States, though never sat 
ifcfartorily explained. 
There Is noth­ 
ing said as to the proportionate num 
ber of children born who survivy to 
marry and reproduce, but from other 
AfallsiicK, wt* are safe In asserting that 
thiH proportion is steadily rising all 
over the civilized world. 
in the savage or barbarous life, the 
death rule 
infant» aud children is 
drtatifully high. 
It seems that we m e 
steadily approaching 
a 
future ideal 
Hiatt* in which nearly all, If not all, 
children born will be raised to healthy 
adult life, anti that the birth rate is 
naturally adjusting Itself to this end. 
Yet ihe reason for the greater reduc­ 
tion In American-born women as com­ 
pared with the immigrants, is yet to 
be explained.

£cunds That Hawaiian 
Natives Bs* 
lieve Ghosts Make. 


The mystery of the so-called “sing- 
i :g sa nd s" la one that his never been 
solved quite satisfactorily. Smh sands 
arc found in the neighborhood of Man- 
cimner, N. H., which is somewhat fa­ 
mous for them, and they occur also 
on Kauai, one of the islands of the 
Hawaiian group. The "hark ing sands" 
of Kauai form large 
conical dunes 
along the shore, 
son» 
of 
them as 
much as seventy feet in height, and as 
the gains roll down the slope, impelled 
by the wind, they emit a curious noun a 
that la not unlik e the muffled bark iug 
of a dog. 
In the Colorado Desert, often des­ 
cribed as the hottest spot on earth, 
which is 
ho celebrated for its extraor­ 
dinary and deceptive mirages, similar 
sands occur in hills which, being of a 
non-sedentary disposition, arc contin­ 
ually traveling hither and thither over 
the vast plain of clay. Of course, it is 
the wind that moves them, and the 
slUciouH particles of which they aro 
composed give out, when 
a 
» strong 
breeze is blowing, au audible humming 
or singing sound. 
By examining these particles under 
a magnifying glass it has been ascer­ 
tained that nearly all of them are per­ 
fectly spherical, k o that they roll upon 
each other in response to the slightest 
Impulse. 
This accounts for the rapid­ 
ity with which the hills travel over 
the desert. 
As for the singing, the 
reason is by no means so obvious, but 
th« * theory now accepted is that It has 
something to tin with an exceedingly 
thin film of gun covering the grains. 
By and by, if the sand is gathered 
and tak en away, it loses its vocal prop 
erticH. 
The singing sand* of the island of 
Kauai nr« ’ perhaps ihe> most rem ark ­ 
able of all.
